to defaults and sanctions under the 
Dawes plan that the bankers

PITTSBURGH PLUS DOOMED 


A notable commercial and economic 


victory for the middle west has been won 
before the Federal Trade commission. 
The commission, in a sweeping decision, 
has declared Pittsburgh 
plus 
illegal. 


This is the system under which a base 
price for steel products is fixed at Pitts- 
burgh. 
Prices from all other steel pro- 


ducing points are determined by taking 
the Pittsburgh price and adding to it the 
freight rate from Pittsburgh to the point 
of destination. Thus, Chicago or other 
central western cities, would pay for steel 
produced in Gary the Pittsburgh price 
plus freight from Pittsburgh. 


This practice was inaugurated to con- 


centrate the steel industry in the east, to 
prevent competition that would be able to 
sell below Pittsburgh prices and to pre- 
serve a monopolistic hold on the steel 
business of the country. 
It is a purely 


artificial interference -with the law of 
.supply aid demand, aM an arbitrary 
holdup of the consumer. It-is alleged, 
for instance, that it adds $30.000.000 to 
the cost of steel products paid by farmers 
in eleven western states. What it adds to 
the cost of steel products to other exten- 
sive consumers and to the public at large 
needs no elaboration. 


The'Federal Trade commission finds 


that Pittsburgh plus is contrary to public 
interest and that it is a price fixing 
scheme succeeding the old steel pools, 
that it is made possible only by the dom- 
ination of the steel industry by the Unit- 
ed States Steel corporation, that it elim- 
inates competition, is an unfair method 
of competition, retards business in all 
steel centers except Pittsburgh, and is 
in effect, monopolistic. 


The case against Pittsburgh plus is 


without doubt the most important ever 
brought before the Federal Trade com- 
mission. 
It has been a long and bitter 


fight, in which the complainants repre- 
sented numerous states and commercial 
interests in the, middle west. The deci- 
sion is one of the greatest blows ever de- 
livered to monopoly in the country, pro- 
vided the steel interests do not find some 
way of circumventing it. 
If it is profi- 


table to erect and operate steel mills in 
different parts of ths country, such as has 
been established in Gary, it is right that 
the trade territory naturally and eco- 
nomically supplied from these centers 
should profit by the economics incident to 
such locations. These benefits in the cen- 
tral west are not now enjoyed. The find- 
ings reached by the Federal Trade com- 
mission are eminently sound and just. If 
they can be satisfactorily enforced they 
are worth millions of dollars annually to 
the midwest and incidentally will do a 
great deal to promote its prosperity and 
development. Undoubtedly the case will 
be taken to the courts and appealed to 
the supreme court of the United States, 
where it is to be hoped a decision affirm- 
insr that of the commission will he ren- 
dered. 


WAGES A LA SOVIET 


The pale pinks, the deep pinks and the 


genuine R«ds in America who are trying 
to convince organized labor that it should 
vote for radicals and overturn the exist- 
ing property system would be somewhat 
confounded'if wide circulation should be 
given the exhaustive report made by the 
International Labor office on wages where 
that system has already been overturned 
namely, in soviet Russia. 


This report reveals that under soviet 


management wages in every state and co- 
operative undertaking are lower than the 
waces paid by free private enterprise in 
the" other nations of Europe. 
They are 


also lower than the wages paid by private 
enterprises restored to the right of trade 
in Russia. 
Petrograd building trades 


workers employed by private concerns 
<»et an average of 26 prewar rubles a 
month compared to 14.10 received by 
their brothers in government service of 
the same type. 
The average monthly 


wasre of Russian labor is 12.05 prewar 
rubies, or nearly 10 rubles less than it 
•was 10 years ago. 


Nor has communism solved the prob- 


lem of unemployment. If anything it has 
heightened the specter of idleness. 
Of 


the°527.000 unemployed recently listed 
on the books of agencies. 27 pen cent 
were soviet workmen for whom the state 
could find no jobs. 


After all. it makes a big difference to 


the workingman whether his boss is am- 
bitious, alert, efficient and on the look- 
out for expansion of his business, or 
merely taking .it as it comes, knowing 
that nothins he can do will expand or re- 
duce it. or add anything to his private 
store.

ganized labor in America immensely pre- 
fers the government of individual liberty 
to the government of socialist and com- 
munist despotism.

.Wheel Bearings Should Be Greased and 


Adjusted Before Touring 


There are a number of parts about an automobile that require at- 


tention only at long intervals, but just because this is so, a large 
number of drivers forget these parts altogether until they are m 
such bad condition that expensive replacements are necessary. 


The front wheel bearings only require to be greased_ about once 


everv two thousand miles, but they should not be left without atten- 
tion'for longer than this, and the bearings should be adjusted every 
,six months. Remove the wheel caps, then jack up the wheels. Take 
out the cotter pin that holds the adjusting screw in place and screw 
the nut off, then pull oft wheel. Be careful not to drop the cages 
"containing the bearings as you pull off the wheel. Clean the spindle 
and bearings with either kerosene or gasoline. Sometimes the grease 


cakes or hardens in the bearings 
and it is a good idea, if you have 
the time, to place them in a dish 
containing a handful of soda and 
some water, then place on a fire 
and bring just to the boiling 
point. Swish the bearings around 
with a piece of wood, then take 
out and dry thoroughly. 


Examine the bearings thor- 


oughly to see that all balls or 
rollers are in good condition. If 
any are broken or worn, the 
•whole bearing must be replaced. 
If, however, they are all right, 
then replace the rear bearing on 
spindle and pack with a good 
grade of cup grease. Now pack 
some grease inside the wheel, not 
too much, then replace wheel and 
front bearing on spindle. 


To adjust the wheel, turn the 


adjusting nut up fairly tight, then 
spin the v.-heel about a dozen 
times to get the grease distrib- 
uted, then back off the nut a little 
until you feel a very slight move- 
ment in the wheel when vou grasp 
tne spores above and below the hub and shake it back a'nd forth. 
Now spin the wheel and let it stop of its own accord. If the adjust- 
ment is correct, the wheel will, before it stops, balance to and fro, 
and stop with the valve stem at the very bottom of the wheel. If 
it s:ops in any other position the wheel is too tight. 
Be sure to 


insert the cotter pin in the end of the spindle to keep the adjusting 
nut_ in piace. 


Now with the wheels properly adjusted, grasp the spokes above 


and below the hub and move the wheel to and fro to sec if there 
is any play in the k:r.g pin or bushing. If there is, better have the 
sen-ice station install new bushings or a new king pin, for once 
play starts here, it wears rapidly and this looseness upsets the 
steering badly. 


The rear wheels have adjustable bearings, but these should not be 


touched by the average owner. If they require adjusting, it should 
be done by a competent mechanic, for it requires expert knowledge 
to do properly. At this time, however, you want to make sure that 
these bearings are all right, so remove the wheel cap and jack up 
the wheel and test for play in the bearings in the same manner 
jou tested the front wheels. I: there is any play, have a good me- 
chanic adjust the bearings. It is important that the rear wheels be 
tight in the axle shafts. If they arc loose, the key way on the shaft

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Room Colors 
Show Effect 
Of Sunlight 


Sudued Tones May Be Used !n 


Places Permeated By 


Muoh Light 


Sunlight affects color. 
ArttQctal 
light even moie BO. 


Ordinarily, colored objects ore joln° 


ed into a harmonious whole under sun- 
light, rather than artificial light, be- 
cause we live under the light of the 
sun for the greater part of the day. 
And, 
as sunlight Is natural, it Is 


the basis upon 
which colors 
are 


matched up. 


If there were no sunlight. If we 


lived under the yellow raya of arti- 
ficial lights all the time, we would 
look upon the various colors under 
that light as naturally as we select 
colors in sunlight today. It Is merely 
a matter of habit for us. 


Since, however, we have more sun- 


light than electric light, 
we must 


choose our colored objects on that 
basis 
At the some time, however, we 


must not forget what effect artificial 
light may have on the colors chosen. 
COOL AND WARM: TONES 


This Is the difficult part of decorat- 


ing a home. Compromising sunlight 
with electric light—the almost pure 
white rays of the sun with the dull 
yellowish glow from electric bulbs. 


The quantity of sunlight penetrat 


ing a room Jias quite an effect upon 
its colors. 
If the room faces 
the 


south, whence the sun peers into the 
room most of the day. the colors of 
the rugs, walla, furnishings and hang- 
ings may bo subdued. When there Is 
less sunlight, the colors should be 
brighter. 


In a sunny room, colors should tend 


toward a slight preponderance of cool 
ness, while a majority of the warm 
tones over the cool colors would make 
up for the disadvantage of a room 
with little sunlight. 


LESS FUSSINESS 
It is the belief of some that cool 


colors' counteract the stuffiness and 
heat of small rooms, especially where 
there is quite a bit of sunlight. But 
It may be found, on experimenting, 
that taking some of the pieces of fur- 
furniture out of the room—less crowd- 
ing of furniture, less fusslness—-causes 
the same effect of coolness and com 
fort. 
In the evening and on dull days 


the soft glow from orange 
frosted 


electric lights throws a soothing ef- 
fect on the whole room. Light colors 
are subdued and dark tones bright 
ened by the yellow of these lights. 
• Many times, it is discovered, that 
a room looks much more colorful and 
beautiful under the 
artificial 
light 


than under the harsh sunlight. 


But it is a mistake to choose color 


'combinations tinder any other than 
sunlight, for the sunlight Is harder to 
please than electric light.
